I  came  against  the  knowledge  I 
of  iny  friend.^,  who  would  have  strenuously  opposed  iii)  | 
erracd.  My  anxieties,  my  eufferings  of  mind  would 
beggar  expression.  Will  you  oblige  tno  with  your  reli¬ 
gions  views  and  convictions  7”  { 

I  replied  that  I  would  most  cheerfully,  and  inquired —  |i 
“  Do  you  believe  in  the  doctrine  nf  endle.vs  misery  7”  | 
This  question  induced  her  to  a  definite  answer.  A  hot  j 
fever  fiush  clieiiiating  w  ith  expressions  of  deathly  pale-  l| 
ness,  shot  across  her  face  like  sunsliine  followed  by  !| 
ebiuds.  Her  recollections  of  former  grief  and  anxiety  ij 
returned.  Her  whole  frame  shuddered,  and  a  tear  burst  Ij 
from  her  eyo  as  she  replied —  ‘  l| 

“  I  have  believed  it !  I  dare  not  .say  that  I  do  not  now  jj 
believe  it;  yet  I  shrink  cs  the  apprehension  of  it»  verity  , 
strikes  like  a  fiery  arrow  to  my  soul.  1  pray  (jod  I  may  j 
be  enlightened.  1  await  your  ii  structioti  with  the  hope 
that  yon  will  convince  me  sue!)  a  doctrine  is  not  reveal-  II 
ed  in  the  Scriptures.  How  can  I  expect  it,  when  the 
holy  Procurser  said — “  He  will  thoroughly  purge  his 
floor,  and  gather  his  wheal  into  the  garner ;  but  he  will 
burn  up  the  chaff  with  unquenchable  fire.”  Yet,  how 
cam  1  believe  it  and  retain  my  reason  7  How  can  I  re-  j 
jeet  it  and  hope  for  mercy  7  O,  wretched  soul  that  1 1 
am !  who  shall  deliver  me  from  the  body  of  liiis  death  7”  jj 
1  wept  for  her  sorrow,  and  commenced  the  delivery  ;i 
of  my  views,  wiiii  the  grateful  persuasion  that  if  I  could  'j 
convince  her  of  the  truth  of  my  delightful  faith,  i  should  'j 
save  one  high-hearted  sister  from  insanity,  and  fTlI  a  no- ' 
b|e,  affeciiotiale  spirit  with  the  gladness,  and  the  peace  ' 
of  Christ.  I  took  my  Bible,  and  cited  some  threaten-  j! 
ingi  and  declarations  of  God  severity,  with  which  site 


WHS  laniiliar,  and  told  her  we  would  see  how  tfiey  com¬ 
pared  with  his  proiniites  of  mercy,  and  his  drinoiisira- 
tions  of  goodness.  The  most  fearful  Ihreatenings  of  the 
Book  were  adduced,  and  the  popular  error  of  their  in 
lerpreialioii  was  scriptnrally  explained  and  rciffted.  We 
read,  to  be  sure,  of  God’s  vengeavee,  but  God’s  ven¬ 
geance,  unlike  onr  own,  could  not  bo  inconsistent  wiih- 
liis  mercy,  and  she  should  remciiihcr  that  the  Scriptures 
mcniiiincd  ihui  vengeance,  as  followed  by  recompense 
nod  salvation.  To  the  Scripinies — “  He  muketh  aote." 
This  is  an  instance  of  his  veiigiaiico.  But  what  further 
saiih  the  Bible  7  “  He  bitoltlh  vp."  This  is  solvation, 
that  succeeds  the  vengeance.  “  Ho  woundeth” — se¬ 
venty.  “  Ilis  bands  make  whole” — goodness — salva¬ 
tion.  Again  Isaiah  says — -’Say  to  them  that  are  of  a 
fearful  heart,  bestiong,  fear  not ;  beliuld,  your  (lud  will 
come  with  vexgkance.”— And  wh.tt  next — what  shall 
succeed  his  vengeance  7  “Your  (lod  will  come  with 
vengeai.ee,  ever  God  with  a  rtcowpensc,  iik  will  come 
Axn  SAVE  YOU.”  His  vengeance,  then,  is  the  trial,  suf 
fering,  chusleiiiiig,  that  be  lays  upon  ns  to  make  us  par¬ 
takers  of  his  holiness  and  salvation.  David  hud  suffer 
ed  that  vengeance  when  he  said — “The  sorrows  of  death 
compassed  me,  and  the  pains  of  Imll  got  hold  upon  me: 

I  fuiind  tronhie  and  sorrow.”  And  after  all  that,  David 
alHrmcJ — ‘  It  is  "«od  for  me  tlial  1  have  been  afflicted- 
that  J  might  learn  thy  statutes." 

We  read  in  Jeremiah  (I  conlinncd)  that  God  ihreni- 
eiied  the  Jews  with  a  double  punishment.  “I  will  re 
compensc  their  iniquity  and  their  sin  double,”  said  he. 
Could  a  more  fearful  threatening  be  found  in  all  the 
Bible?  But  what  is  said  in  the  sequel 7  Isaiah  saw  in 
vision  even  the  end  of  that  double  recompense,  and  he 
said,  “  Speak  ye  comfortably  to  Jernsaleiii,  and  cry  unto 
her,  that  her  warfare  isaccoinplislicd,  that  her  iniquity  is 
pard<ined,  for  she  hath  received  nf  the  Lord’s  hand  dou¬ 
ble  for  all  her  sins.”  I  cited  her  to  the  fact  that  the  sev¬ 
en  angels  having  the  seven  last  plagues,  were  ordered 
to  pour  them  out  ox  the  earth,  and  believing  this  ns 
wc  must,  wlin  could  cieditllie  cruel  dogma  of  endless 
plagues,  and  sorrows! 

Her  countenance  began  to  assume  a  more  chccrriil 
aspect,  and  the  wild'ie.<s  nf  her  eye  w.ii  snflened  ns  she 
called  me  back  to  the  scripture  from  the  third  of  Mat¬ 
thew  that  she  had  adduced.  “  He  will  gather  his  wheat 
into  the  garner;  bi]t  lie  will  burn  the  cliafT  with  un 
qiicncliable  fire.”  What  could  this  mean  if  Uiiivcrsal- 
isiii  was  true  7  Her  mind  had  dwell  in  lung  intervals  of 
sorrow  upon  this  passage.  How  could  I  relieve  her  ol 
the  gloomy  impression  that  it  taught  the  doctrine  of  end¬ 
less  suffering.  “  He  will  burn  tlie  chafif  with  unquencha¬ 
ble  dte." 

1  was  a  farmer's  son,  fad  noticed  the  process  of  grow¬ 
ing  and  gathering  wheat,  and  the  nature  of  its  chaff  and 
kernel,  and  felt  quite  prepared  for  an  answer.  If  her 
impressidn  was  correct,  the  wheat  represented  good 
persons,  and  tho  chaff  had  persons.  The  garner  was 
heaven— the  unquenchable  fire,  hell.  If  this  interpreta¬ 
tion  of  the  figure  held  true,  we  must  expect,  as  we  en¬ 
tered  a  field  of  grain,  to  find  the  wheat  growing  and  pre¬ 
paring  for  the  garacr,  on  one  stalk,  and  the  chafi' matur¬ 
ing  fur  liie  unquenchable  fire  on  another  stalk.  TIic 
one  stalk  baariiig  all  wheat,  and  liic  other  stalk  produc¬ 
ing  all  cliaif.  Blit  she  herself  must  know  that  no  grain 
grew  after  this  inaiiner,  and  therefore  her  interpretation 
could  not  be  true. 

“  VVe  find,”  said  I,  “  .ns  we  examine  a  stalk  of  lliis 
beautiful  grain,  that  the  wheat  and  the  chaff  grow  iipnti  i 
the  same  stalk.  The  chaff  is  necessary  to  the  growth 
and  maturity  of  tho  wheat,  and  when  tltc  grain  is  ripe  it 
is  separated,  and  being  tfu  longer  of  consequence  or 
value,  it  is  burned  or  scattered  to  the  winds,  while  ihe 
wi.eat  is  all  carefully  gathered  into  the  garner.  This  be¬ 
ing  liie  truth  in  nature,  what  could  be  meant  by  the  fig¬ 
ure  of  Scripture  of  whicli  it  formed  tho  basts  7” 

It  was  apparent  to  her  ready  apprehension.  As  there 
is  chaff  and  wheat  iipiiii  the  same  stalk,  so  thcro  is  good 
and  evil  in  every  human  bosom.  As  the  chaff  was  nc- 
ce.ssary  in  the  ripening  of  the  wheal,  so  is  temporary  evil 
iiccsssary,  nr  God  would  not  have  created  evil.  As  tho 
chaff  is  buiued  with  unquenchable  fire,  so  is  evil  to  be 


totally  destroyed  from  the  world,  and  the  broad  floar  of 
the  universe  purged  of  its  slain  and  its  sorrow.  As  Ihs 
wheat — all  the  wheat  is  gathered  into  the  garner,  so  all 
the  good  in  every  human  soul,  and  Uint'wili  be  every 
soul  ill  the  consummation,  shall  he  gathered  up,  no  par. 
tide  li’.'i,  to  the  bright  gamer  of  heaven,  and  God  will 
be  all  ill  all. 

She  acknowledged  the  consistency  and  beatily  ofniy 
interpretation,  and  listened  with  apparent  joy  as  I  cited 
the  premises  and  ihreatenings  side  by  side,  and  showed 
the  infinite  .supremacy,  in  all  extent,  in  grace,  and  glory, 
of  the  former  over  the  latter;  afliruiing  it  as  my  happy 
conviction  that  after  the  most  fearful  threatening  of  the 
Bible  is  fulfilled,  there  will  remain  a  preponderance  nf 
promise,  an  abundance  of  grace  and  goodness  on  the 
part  of  the  Fa'hcr  still,  siiflicieni  for  all  oor  sins  and  loi- 
rows,  and  that  it  will  he  eniployed  to  redeem  us  all  from 
the  bondage  of  rorriiptioii  into  the  glorious  liberty  uf 
bis  elder  clii'iircii.  Her  appearance  was  changed,  her 
conuteiiance  was  more  ebeerfiil;  her  whole  aspect  ni- 
siiuied  an  c.xprcssion  of  stiiiggling,  reascending  delight. 
\  new  light  was  before  her.  .A  bentitifii)  radiance  sal 
upon  the  sacred  pages  tli.-itshe  had  never  beheld  before. 
It  gl.iddencd  her  very  sonl.  I  gave  her  some  papers, 
pamphlets  and  books  to  a-sist  her  in  farther  invesiiga- 
tinn,  and  she  departed.  But  so  regardless  of  time  had 
she  been,  that  as  she  stepped  nut  of  the  door  about  lOin 
the  moriiitig,  she  said  she  "had  designed  to  do  some 
shopping,  but  it  was  so  near  night  she  must  hasten  home.” 

Who  she  was,  or  whence  she  came  we  could  not  con¬ 
jecture,  but  ns  she  departed  from  our  sight,  we  were  re¬ 
joiced  ill  the  hope  that  we  had  been  instranieriial  in 
opening  the  prison  to  one  more  nf  God’s  much  loved 
children,  and  that  the  humble  blessing  thus  cast  upon  the 
waters,  would  be  found  in  gl  idness  after  many  days. 

About  four  motiihs  after  this  event,  a  note  was  lefl  at 
my  house  in  my  absence,  with  which  I  will  conclude  my 
narration.

I  was 
liardly  myself  on  the  beautiful,  blessed  morning  I  called 
at  your  house  for  comfort.  O  dreadful,  dreadful,  was 
my  anxiety,  and  poignant,  O  how  poignant  the  sorrow 
of  my  sonl !  But  my  joy  now  fully  compensates  for 
every  throb  of  anguish,  'fhe  Lord  has  been  gracionsin 
dispensing  to  me  his  niarveilous  light!  Ltcrnal  pral'es 
to  his  holy  name !
